London, Aug- 1- — A 
serious shortage of wheat

The newspaper observed the prices 
for wheat now were higher than at 
any other time within the past five 
years. Drought In North America 
had caused an important reduction 
In United States exports to Orest 
Britain, and the heavy rains had 
ruined crops In Europe. It stated. 

Which hitherto 
purchased little foreign grain, the 
newspaper added, were importing 
large quantities from Canada.

— President 
Franklin II. Rooeevelt left Mon¬ 
treal early today and headed 
homeward on the special train 
that had brought him here from 
Quebec City, where yesterday he 
paid Canada’s Clover nor-General. 
Lord TueecHmair. an Official 
visit, and was greeted also by 
Prime Minister*King. 

Mr. Roosevelt slept In the train 
last night. 

Crowds gathered at the railway 
station yesterday evening In the hope 
of catching a glimpse of the Presi¬ 
dent. who reached here ^t lit pm. 
but they were doomed to disappoint¬ 
ment. With another heavy day 
ihead of him the President retired 
early.

Secondly, if the Fascists gain con¬ 
trol of Madrid, then Barcelona and 
the whole province of Catalonia win 
almost certainly cut adrift from the 
rest of Spain and establish an in¬ 
dependent government.

The sand slides have 
interfered continually with excava¬ 
tion to bedrock. 

Engineers of the W.W.A.K. Company 
builders of the Orand Coulee Dam. 
estimated 1.000.000 yards of earth 
would have to be removed as an al¬ 
ternative to the freezing plan. The 
frozen ’darn” will be arched back 100 
feet into the slide area. 36 feet high 
and 36 feet thick. 

BKK1BRT EVER I’SED 
Engineers said the huge refrigera¬ 
tion outfit will be the largest ever 
used In such a task The plant will 
have a rated refrigeration capacity of 
100 tons of loe dally. 

Three-inch pipes, called points, will 
be sunk at regular intervals in the 
earth above the present small con¬ 
crete retaining wall, bulfct in the 
first attempt* to halt the slides. Two 
ammonia pipes will be run down the 
points, engineers explained, to carry 
heat away to a mammoth cooling 
unit, just as in ordinary kitchen re¬ 
frigerators. 

The freezing system was adopted 
after attempts to stop the slides by 
resloping had proved futile. Engi¬ 
neers expressed the opinion the 
freestng could be done at a small 
fraction of the excavating coat.

Because of these things, many 
people have. grown alarmed and ex¬ 
press fear for the future. 

We have weather records for more 
than 5.000 different localities on this 
continent, but unfortunately a very 
few are for periods as long a* 100 
years. The longest record* indicate 
that there has been no permanent 
change In climate. Rather we are 
going through a dry phase of our 
normal climate. 

Climate Is the general run. or sum 
total, of weather, and that sum total 
does not seem to be undergoing any 
fundamental changes. Weather is the 
phase of climate that we experience 
fiom day to day, from week to week, 
or .even year to year.

But when It varies greatly 
from the normal Jn heat, cold des¬ 
tructive floods, drought and the like 
It at once becomes of popular In¬ 
terest. and in some caaes of national 
concern. 

Now. we readily observe that dif¬ 
ferent weather phases—warm, then 
eool; cloudy and rainy; then sunny 
and dry—follow one another at Inter¬ 
vals usually counted In days or weeks: 
that la. at short Intervale. This we 
call weather trends. 

There are climatic trends of a simi¬ 
lar nature, the yardstick being years 
instead of days. In recent years, we 
have l .on going through a dry, warm 
phase of climate and unusually fre¬ 
quent drought is the result 

These up and down trends In rain¬ 
fall make, when the record la 


smoothed, a wave-ilk r pa Hern, but 
the length of the periods, appears to 
be too irregular to Justify a duffnif* 
long-range forecast as to what wtil 
happen In the fdtuPe If record* were 
available for 1.000 years instead of 
from 50 to 100. we possibly could 
discover a definite law of succeMIBn. 

The Bible in the story of Joseph 
and the dreams of Pharaoh, gives us 
the first historical reference to this 
important characteristic of rainfall— 
the tendency of a number of succes¬ 
sive years having comparatively Heavy 
rains to be followed by a series of 
harmfully dry year*, especially In re¬ 
gions with normally scanty moisture. 

Local droughts may be expected 
practically every year, but thee are 
seldom of nation-wide lnipoYtetTcr. 
Prior to 1934 three wideepcead 
droughts are worthy of mention as 
seriously affecting production of 
staple farm .crops. These droughts 
of wide Importance occurred In 1894. 
1901 and 1930. The fourth ahd lat¬ 
est, in 1934. broke all records.

Two comets haxe come close to naked visibility. One Is Kaho's comet, dlseoxered recently by a Japanese 
astronomer of that name. The other b Peltier's comet, located last May IS by a young Ohio star-gaarr. If 
yon hove sharp eyes, you can see Peltier's comet as It rushes through the eastern *hj along the path shown on 
the star map above. Dates on the path give positions where the comet may be found at these times. It will 
be brightest and nearest the earth (dose to M.OOMM miles) on August 4. Nothing yet I* known about 
Kaho's comet, hut It Can be seen, with the aid of field glasses or a small telescope, low In the western sky. 
Just below the Big Dipper. This map b distorted slightly to Include the sky area In wkirh both comets appear. 
Hold the map before yon. faring north, then turn toward the west for Kaho's comet and east and southeast 
far Peltier'* comet.

1 one. 

The 33.000 referred to by "Justice" 
Is presumsbly the 1936 estimated 
budget for the Friendly Help Welfare 
Association, and includes salaries, re¬ 
lief and administration. The ex¬ 
planation of this figure was mis¬ 
stated in the report February 21, 1936, i 
on our last annual meeting. Our I 
actual expenditures will be well below 
[ this figure. Judging by those for ths 
first six months of the year, as fol- I 
lows: Salaries 91,563.94, material re¬ 
lief 3933, building and administration 
3353.64. total 33.140.53. 

The other figures quoted by "Jus¬ 
tice" appear to apply to our cam¬ 
paign of 1934 and I may add that, 
during 1935, 313.362 52 was spent on 
ectual food, clothing, fuel, shelter 
and surgical applianose for families 
In need. 

Private organisations like ours have 
of necessity, all over this continent, 
ceased to attempt from voluntary 
contributions the whole gigantic task 
of "feeding and clothing the needy."

Only Living, War Memorial In France 


J T APPEARS there have been a lot of letters in the paper while 
X was away about Cftunt Van Ouilenol and titles and a variety 
of side issues which were prompted by something 1 wrote here. 

Although I dwelt on a tide of the count's character that would win him a 
lot of admiration, some readers seem to have overlooked that feature. There 
appears to have been an even break In commendation and condemnation 
of the arucie, and to aave going over the same ground twice we will skip 
the subject and deal with some contributions on other subjects. 

Before doing so* however, I’ would like to acknowledge a letter from Fred 
O. Fowkea regarding the statement that It was sometimes hard on a man 
who waited weeks in Jail before hia trial, waa then found not guilty, and 
had no recompense for the weeks he had spent in confinement. 

M A person sent,up by a magistrate." he points out, "has the Speedy Trials j 
Act to enable him to get tried In British Columbia quicker than anywhere I 
else. In England he probably languishes for three to six months until the 
Assises, but here and in other parts of Canada he can get through in a week. 
The prisoner usually Juggles away two or three weeks seeing what is best

Indelible pencil, as fresh as when they were written. Mills bombs with the 
pins In them repose on ledges, cans of bully beef. Un hats—all the familiar 
debris of those sad days—are to be seen aa they were left. 

THE FAMOUS TUNNEL 

r lis AMAZING spot is the famous Grange Tunnel, on Vimy 
Ridge, which haa just been opened up by the Canadian 
Itnltlefielda Memoriala Commission. 

It U to be preserved for the benefit of posterity u s kind of textbook 
on trench warfare. end la d«tlned to beooae the most remarkable relw 


to do. Then la nothing wrong with the law.

S O INTERESTING were the discoveries that the commission 
decided to rebuild the trenches, preserve the dugoutg, and 
make the Grange Tunnel a permanent sight. 

The trenches have been lined with concrete sandbags. The concrete Is 
poured In wet. so that when the sandbags rot the marks of the mesh will 
irmain; the duck-boards have been cast in concrete, all wood has been taken 
out of the dugouta. and the paaaages have been reinforced with concrete 
and metal. The Orange Tunnel haa at least a century of life before It. 
I was shown a>ound the tunnel by Captain Onwln Simeon. Royal Canadian 
Engineers. V. 

On the wsy down Is a notice. "These walls are sacred to the names of 
soldiers who Inscribed them during their occupation In the war of 1914-1918 
Please omit yours." 

We entered • dark tunnel and found ourselves In a labyrinth of pamages. 
dugouts «and battalion headquarters cut far below the ground-level in the 
chalk of •Vimy Ridge. Tt waa as though we had been switched back to 
April. 1917—that time when the Canadian devisions advanced to the con¬ 
quest of Vimy Ridge. Nothing had changed. 


Ship No. 7.139, 1st Section, 7th Division. U.8.M.C., Texas. Leather' 
Neck Crops. 

Ship No. 3.211 Ok.. 2nd Claes. 3rd Division. Flagship USS. Sara¬ 
toga, Asiatic Fleet. 

What on earth were these two American sailors doing with the Canadian 
armies on Vimy Ridge? How did they get there? Were they deserters from 
the American Navy who, becoming weary of America's indecision, had Joined 
up with the Canadians? Or wqye they shipwrecked mariners who bad gone 
to Vimy in search of Ilfs? 

I prophecy that books will some day be written about Orange Tunnel 
and the names It perpetuates. The Canadian Battlefield* Memorials Com¬ 
mission has carved, perhaps unwittingly, a greater memorial even than that 
expensive shrine which this Canadian Government la now building on the 
crest of Vimy Ridge. 

MEM0RIE8 

H ERE IN this dark tunnel, and here only do we aeem to 
meet again the men who fought and died. 

Here only do we seem to see again In the long chalk passages those well- 
known faces. Here only can we read their signatures—no doubt, in many 
cases their last written words—written with the indelible pencils with which 
they wrote their letters home. 

Canada has. with splendid and characteristic foresight, carved a shrine 
which Is sacred not only to her army, but also to all the Allies. Hers 
British, French and Belgians will gather in years to come and say: "This 
is how our men lived during the Orest War " The Orange Tunnel la. and 
always will be. the greatest and most touching sight on the western front. 

During the early months of 1917 eleven large subways were constructed 
to aid the concentration of the Canadian troops for the attack on Vimy 
Kidge. The largest was the Orange Tunnel, which had three exits for the 
troops, and constant streams of men. wounded and un wounded, passed 
through It during the battle. Its' minimum depth waa twenty-five feet. 
It had electric light and water supply and there were numerous dugouts, 
dressing stations and ammunition dumps. 


I dlan boys who. years ago. crouched In these chalk dugouta still "alive 
and kick ng." ‘still "untouched by whizsbangs." Joking, laughing, waiting, 
quite unconscious that they were carving not only their names, but also 
history. 

W E WALKED for about half a mile, going deeper into 
Grange subway, until we came to battalion headquarters. 
On the wall of a <tarlc damp chalk chamber, which bad been ustd as 
an officers' mess during the Canadian advance on Vimy, were carved the 
following names: , 

Major McCagbey. Major Collins. Lieutenant Abbott. Lieutenant 
Jamieson. Lieutenant H. Cook. May 10. 1917, S3 Battalion, Canadian, 

B. Company. 

In a little carved shield were the words, "Dick Swift." * 

We stood .there. Ughtlhg matches in the dark, wondering what had hap- 1 
pened to these men. wondering whether they stlU live somewhere at home 
In Canada, or whether they fell on Vimy Ridge. No matter whether they 
are alive or dead, their personalities live beneath the soli of France so 
vividly that one expect* to meet them around the next corner. 

A TIN or BULLY 

W HILE we were going on towards Mine Shaft, which the

^ manuscript oopy. the oldest all-American 
botany book is to be put into print by the Smith¬ 
sonian Institution, aided by generous contribu¬ 
tions from private individuals and organisations. 

The book Is known as Bad 1 an us Manuscript and 
lt is kspt in the Vatican I 'brary. It is a carefully- 
written treatise on all the medicinal plants used 
by the Actecs before the time of the Spanish 
conquest, with accounts of the diseases they were 
supposed to be good for. 

The work la by native Americans throughout. 

The original was written in the A*tec language 
by an educated Aztec. Juannes Badianus. The 
llustratione are vividly done in colors, in the 
native Aztec style: they are still ss bright aa new 
aiid most of them can be identified by botanists. 

The task of translation and annotating the 
Latin and Aztec text was performed by Dr Emily 
Walcott Emmart of tbe Johns Hopkins University. 

Dr Walcott was also active in finding the needed 
supplementary funds for publication.

Tbe Badianus Manuscript la a monument alias 
to Aztec civilisation and to ths lnteUigance of the 
Spanish conquerors. The Oonquistadores were not 
tbe mere, brutal freebooters long pictured in pou- 
lar histories.

Four Nations In Race to 
Dominate North 
Atlantic 

'T'HIB SUMMER .will see the last undeveloped air* 
1 ways of the world, the North Atlantic routes, 
divided up among England, United Slates, Prance 
and Oermany. says William Clemmens, In August 
Cosmopolitan. 

“These are the four nations competing In the 
race to establish commercial air routes between 
Europe and North America, and whoever can 
dominate North trans-Atlantic flying will be pre¬ 
eminent in the commercial aviation of the entire 
earth." he states. ' 

"For two years the United States has had the 
equipment, the skill and the experience to estab¬ 
lish air transport between Europe and North 
America,” he points out. "For the same period 
Prance and Oermany have been flying the South 
Atlantic. But Great Britain has not been ready, 
and without her consent nobody can move In the 
North Atlantic. Now at last she Is ready to treat 
with her competitors. 

"So far as aviation Is concerned today, the 
North Atlantic Is a British pond. England holds 
the air advantages because she controls the ter¬ 
minals. With flying equipment what It is now, 
there are only two feasible routes that will pay 
dividends to stockholders, available to the trans- 
Atlantic flyer. One is by way of Newfoundland 
ahd Ireland, the other via Bermuda and the 
Azores, and England controls both these routes.” 

Contrary , to the general belief, the air Is not 
free. 

"The gentlemen who divided the loot In Ver¬ 
sailles saw to that.” he goes on. “The World War 
had advanced aviation as much as twenty yean of 
peace could have done. It was evident that the 
planes which had crossed international borders to 
drop bombs could also fly across with samples and 
Salesmen. 

"Therefore, the treaty makers voted Into inter¬ 
national law the principle that control of the 
land carried with it the control of the air above 
that land, and that no aircraft could fly over for¬ 
eign territory without permission of the foreign 
government.” 

America has certain advantages In the air 
race, however. She has tested oceanic equipment 
and trained personnel, and Pan American Airways 
has an agreement with Imperial Airways and also 
holds rights in Oreenland and Iceland. 

Prance Is In a good position to make advanta¬ 
geous trades in the North Atlantic, because of 
the situation In Europe and the Orient. Britain's 
shortest air route to her African and Asiatic oolo- 
nles lies across Prance, and French Indo-China is 
on the direct route from Bings pore to Hongkong. 
Prance also Is ready to fly the North Atlantic. 
Oermany has leas to trade with England. But she 
has the Zepplins. which fly nonstop, from Oer¬ 
many to New York And Oerman planes are now 
flying the narrower South Atlantic with the aid of 
mother ahlpe permanently stationed lh mid¬ 
ocean. 

"So.” he concludes, “It seems likely that all the 
nations will emerge with something and the set¬ 
up may be something like this: Orest Britain and 
the United States virtually partners from the oper¬ 
ational point of view, with Imperial Airways and 
Pan American Airways running a joint service 
across the Newfoundland-Ireland route, and a spur 
service from the United States to Bermuda; Prance 
and Oermany operating Independently on the 
Bermuda-Azores route.”

The object of a dawn bird trip, in case yott 
have never taken one. is to hear the first morning 
song of the birds In .Central Park and the swamps 
of New Jersey. Mrs. Thomas Edison is one of Mrs. 
Pry's most enthusiastic students, sndi there are 
millionaire brokers snd their clerks, as well, in the 
bird clasaee. 

Mrs. Pry’s students are taking what they call 
a migratory cenzu* all summer long. Mrs. Pry 
knows Just what birds ought to be flying in or 
out at Just what times of the year, where they've 
come from and where they are going. The golden 
plover is the greatest filer. He goes to Bermuda, 
which is 000 miles over the sea. and sometimes 
makes as much as 2.500 miles In one flight.

That ie what the dole means—a snowball of 
unemployment. Then surely we do not want ?o 
condemn 1.300.000 of our fellow citizens to exist 
miserably on the dole for ever. None of us do. 
When Instituting the dole system in the United 
States, the Hoover committee put It thus. "It was 
a wrong system end only a temporary palliative, 
but it was a sound scheme to make everyone, em¬ 
ployers. employees and taxpayers, feel the burden 
of It and so all be anxious to remove the cause." 

VT/E WILL consider the plan of Socialism which, 
^ broadly speaking, is for the government to 
-own end manege ell the means of production and 
do away with private profit. What good will this 
do? The average profit for all Industries In ths 
United States in 1934 was 5 per cent. That would 
not go any distance In helping the poor. The 
profits In 1935 of the 130 largest corporations in 
the United States. If divided among all the 110.- 
000,000 of population, would give to each 922 , or 
41 80 a month. That would go no distance m 
helping the poor. In fact, under state ownership 
I feel sure that there would not even be that

Orest progress hss been msde la 
the study of the nervous system 
through the sdsptstion of recent 
commercial radio apparatus to this 
use. Measurement of direct current* 
or of voltsge difference is impossible 
with such instruments. However. It 
hss been very difficult to determine 
with precision the nature of the elec¬ 
trical current* which have been noted 
in association with living animals and 
plants » 4 nc* moat of the meters used 
require current for their operation, 
and hence have complicated the re¬ 
sults by the effects of changes In re¬ 
sistance. 

To overcome these difficulties, a 
vacuum tube microvoltmeter has 
been developed which la atable, draw’s 
no current and is. therefore, inde¬ 
pendent of resistance. With this In¬ 
strument. differences as small as 
1.000.000th of a volt can be read 
accurately. Reproducible voltage dif¬ 
ferences of a characteristic order In 
fishes, salamanders, frogs, chicks, rate 
and mice, cate, rabbits, dogs, monkeys 
and man have been obtained.

closely associated with minute varia¬ 
tions in the living process. The in¬ 
stant at ovulation in the Intact cat 
and rabbit and an electrical rhythm 
in the menstrual cycle In women has 
been recorded. A marked change as¬ 
sociated with the appearanoe of can¬ 
cer and a definite correlation with 
growth during the embryonic and 
adult life have been observed. 

In a rather surprising way It has 
been found that the voltages de¬ 
veloped are not the result of chaotic 
currents but of current* organized 
into a very definite pattern which 
is characteristic of the species and 
may show the sathe individual dif¬ 
ferences a* do series of finger prints. 
With this Instrument, it Is possible 
to writ* a kind of electrical formula 
for the individual animal. 

In addition, it Is possible to study 


electrically a live animal with very 
great accuracy without having to kill 
it for analysis or without in any real 
sense modifying It* activities. In 
fact, it la possible to prospect the 
body of an animal for voltage differ¬ 
ences muph as a geophysicist maps 
the surface of\he ground for hidden 
ore. Plots constructed In this way 
give numerous clues to what la going 
on inside the animal. 

It has been found, moreover, that 
readings taken from any two points 
on the body reflect not only what 
is going on in the Immediate vicinity 
of those points but also the total 
activity of the animal. Every animal 
so far studied produces electricity In 
amounts that can be accurately 
measured. 

The data suggests that each animal 
possesses a dynamic electrical picture 


which, although constantly changing 
in minor ways, nevertheless possesses 
recognisable individual characteris¬ 
tics. 

There Is a very real possibility that 
this electrical picture or electrody¬ 
namic field may provide the explana¬ 
tion of the am axing capacity of kn 
animal to grow from a single egg 
into a multiple-celled adult in the 
midst of the rapidly-changing chem¬ 
istry of development. 

It may be that la these electrical 
studies will be found the clue to the 
mechanisms by nnyins of which the 
chromoeomes determine such thing* 
as shape of face and color of eyes, and 
that "animal electricity" is the ex¬ 
pression of a fundamental electrical 
field acting aa a guiding and con¬ 
trolling factor in the development of 
any individual.

Fingerprinting” Elements 


London — From the gold-mining

Jacketed bullet* fired from rifle* of 
high muzzle velocity (over 2.100 feet 
per second) at a rang* of 900 to 800 
yards makes a clean small wound at 
entry and a large irregular on* at 
exit. But the same bullet* at short 
range. Dr. Osborn found, or soft 
bullets, or bullets fired from firearms 
with a lower muzzle velocity may 
make larger wounds at entry than at 
.exit. The defendant in the case re¬ 
ported used an un Jacks ted soft lead 
bullet, fired at close range from a 
rifle with a muzzle velocity of about 
1.300 feet per second. 

From thee* facto and examination 
of the wounds and tracing of various 
poealbl* course* of the bullet. Dr. Os¬ 
born showed that the bullet entered 
from the front, making a large irregu¬ 
lar hole on entry.

JK KEEPING the home beautiful, no 
Information Is more appreciated 
than authoritative advice on how to 
I keep cut flowers fresh With this end 
r in view, the Lethbridge Experimental 
i Station of the Dominion Department 
» of Agriculture has assembled the ea- 
? sential fact* of the art. both from 
: their own horticulturists and from 
■ other authorities. 

Moat flowers must be cut either 
early m the morning when the dew 
la still on them, or In the cool of tha 
evening. Roses, peonies, dahlias and 
gladioli respond best when cut In the 
evening but It Is to be remembered 
that dahlias must be cut In full 
bloom: iris, popples and pinks In half 
bloom, and peonies when they show 
a good color. The "tip" about tha 
bloom makes all the difference. 

The method of cutting is also Im¬ 
portant. Slanting cuts with a sharp 
knife are the best. Shear* crush or 
bruise the ste-i and thus the free rise 
I of water through the stalks to the 
leave* and blossoms is Impeded. One 
great Advantage of the slanting cut la 
that the stems are prevented from 
resting flat on the bottom of the rase 
and thereby checking the upward flow 
of water. 

After the flowers have been out. tbg 
next thing to do l* to Immediately 
soak them for several hours In deep, 
cool water. Their prolongation of life 
Is helped by quick action the moment 
they are gathered Thick-leaved 
flowers, such a*, stocks, snapdragons, 
rtnnia* and petunias, need at least 
ten to twelve hours’ soaking bcfoie 
they are arranged in the vase.

I industry Is more over-supplied than 
the broiler trade during the summer 
months, says the Dominion Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture Egg and Poultry 
Market Report. At one time broilers 
were scarce and prices paid for 
chickens of this weight were high. 

It Is evident that this to a trade 
that can be quickly over-loaded. 
Rarely does one hear of broilers being 
used In the home but almost exclu¬ 
sively in tbe hotel and restaurant 
trade One large restaurant organi¬ 
sation In Canada to now following the 
English practice of roasting all 
chickens over two pounds in weight 
and serving half the chicken thus 
prepared with dressing per person.
